BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Feb. 8.—A report 
reaches here to-day that the dwelling of 
a farmer named Eoth, near Stevenson, 
Ala., burned night before last, and that 
Roth and family, consisting of a wife 
and four children perished in the flames.

HOTEL BUP.NED. 


MANSFIELD, 
Ohio, Feb.

laundry of the St. James hotel and 
gutted the rear portion of the building. 
The guests, about sixty in number, es- 
caped without injury, although several 
persons were cai-ried from the building 
unconscious, having been suffocated by 
smoke. Loss, $10,000. 


COURT HOUSE DESTROYED. 


DALLAS, Texas, Feb. 8.—The county 
court house was burned yesterday after- 
noon, causing a loss of more than $150,- 
000 besides the records and two libra- 
ries. The fire originated from furnaces 
recently placed in the basement of the 
building. The fire spread with great 
rapidity, and there were several narrow 
escapes. 
Commissioner Evans and 
three of his clerks were forced to jump 
out of the second story windows, as the 
fire had cut off escape and reached the 
second story before ladders could be 
raised to the windows. The insurance 
was about $100,000. 


THE L.OVll$iA]VA liOTTERY. 


The Big HIoney-Makincr Scheme May 
Move to ZVorth Dakota. 


NEW ONLBANS, Feb. 8.—The oflScials 
of the Louisiana Lottery company con- 
tinue to be silent as to the lottery bill 
now before the North Dakota legisla- 
ture. A local afternoon paper, which is 
by many believed to have been inspired, 
yesterday gave the following answer to 
reader's querry, "Does the state lot- 
tery contemplate removing to North 
Dakota 
and 
establishing 
a branch 
there?" The only response which, after 
due inquiry can be made Is that the 
Louisiana Lottery company's present 
charter does not expire until 1895; that 
may seek a renewal thereof at its 
^resent domicile; that the managers of 
the company do not know the terms and 
conditions under which North Dakota 
makes its tender, not having seen the 
bill which has passed the senate; that 
they will not decide in any way upon the 
inducements held out by North Dakota 
until the conditions have been maturely 
considered.

The Death of the Brother ot the 
Pope—Dulse of Orleans 
Arrested. 


ROME, Feb. 8.—Cardinal Pecci, the 
brother of the pope, died in this city 
this afternoon. 


PARIS, Feb. 8.—The Duke of Orleans 
was arraigned this morning charged 
with violating the law expressly passed 
by the government banishing both him- 
self and his father as enemies of the 
republic. The duke said that he re- 
turned to France merely for the pur- 
pose of performing the military duties 
imposed by the laws of France on all 
youths upon attaining the age of twen- 
ty-one years. He requested that the 
hearing be adjourned in order to allow 
him time to place his case in the hands 
of counsel. The request was granted 
and an adjournment taken until Wednes- 
day next.

The M^lorlty and Minority Report» in 
the House as Prepared by Speak* : 
er Reed aud Mr. Carlisle. 


The Congrregational Church Will Xot 
Be Able to Secure Rev. James 
S. Ainslle.

It is now positively settled that the 
Congregational church of this city, will 
be unable to secure the services of Rev. 
James S. Ainslie, of Ogdensburg, N. Y., 
as their pastor. 


Rev. Ainsle preached a trial sermon 
in this city about a year ago and the 
Congregational 
people were so well 
pleased with his brilliant effort, that 
they extended him a call, which, after 
long deliberation, he accepted. 
He 
tendered his resignation to his congre- 
gation at Ogdensburg last week and 
they refused to accept it. 


A council of the churches was held 
and the result was that Rev. Ainslie 
consented to withdraw his acceptance to 
the pastorate of the

WASHINGTON. Feb. 8.-^Th© majori^ 
and minority reports on the new code 
of rules for the goWnment of the 
house, prepared by Speaker Reed and 
Mr. Carlisle, respectively, review the 
rales from the standpoints of the gentle- 
men. The majority is in detail, while 
that of the minority deals only with the 
radical changes to which the democrats 
object. The majority, in its report, 
does not discuss and^efend all of the 
radical changes made by it. 


In regard to the rule directing the 
method of ascertain^j^ a 
quorum, 
when members ' refur.e to vote on roll 
call, the report says: "The process of 
ascertaining the presence of a quorum 
to do business under the constitution, 
would ordinarly be under the control of 
the speaker, who would derive his in- 
formation from his OTijn senses, or by 
the aid of a clerk, or in any way which 
would satisfy his mind of the accuracy 
of the count. 


Concerning the new clause that no 
dilatory motion shall be entertained by 
the speaker, it is stated that the clause 
is merely declaratory of parlimentary 
laws. "There are no words," the report 
says, "which can be framed which will 
limit members to the prop5r use of 
proper motions." To day the abuse has 
grown to such proportions that the par- 
limentary law, which governs American 
assemblies, has found it necessary to 
keep pace with the evil and to enable 
the majority, by the intervention of the 
presiding officer, to meet, by extraoii 
dinary means, the extraordinaiy abuse 
of power on the part sometimes of a few 
members. 


In defense of the clause reducing a 
quorum to 100 members, in committee 
of the whole, the report has this to say, 
"So far as the constitutional or legal 
question is concerned, it has ntwer been 
denied or questioned that it was en- 
tirely competent for the house to select 
any number it migbt please as a quorum 
of the committee of tLe whole." 


The report submitted by Mr, Carlisle 
enters into a discussion of the changes 
made by the majority in regard to the 
clause which provides that when a 
motion is made by direction of a com- 
mittee to suspend the rules and fix a day 
for the consideration of a bill previously 
reported by it, a majority shall be suf- 
ficient to agree to the motion, but in 
case an individual member makes it, a 
vote of two-thirds is required. 


'The report states: "We are finable to 
discover any sufiicient reason for this 
discrimination against members who- 
may not be fortunate enough to secure 
the co-operation of committees in mak- 
ing their motions. In fact under the 
proposed rules, the individual members 
will scarcely have power to make a mo- 
tion of any kind except when he acts as 
the representative of a committe and by 
its director." 


Any rule or practice which enables the 
speaker or the clerk to pass bills by 
counting members present and not vot- 
ing, will inevitably result in destroying 
the confidence of the people in the in- 
tegrity of legislation.

OTTAWA, Out., Feb. 8.—^e Knights 
of Labor to-day will petition parliament 
for the appointment of an official board 
of arbitrators to which may be referred 
all matters in dispute between labor aud 
capital and with power to adjust strikes 
and other differentiM between employer 


The board of trustees of the Indiana 
Reform school at Plainfiield, have filed 
their annual report. 


Up to the close of the fiscal year, 
2,996 boys had been committed since 
the school's Opening. "It is interesting 
to note," says Judge Jordan, "that the 
cities furnish the Reform School boys 
much in proportion to population. 
The 
number recorded from the eight counties 
in which are situated the largest cities 
are: Marion (Indianapolis) 693, Vigo 
(Terre Haute) 152, Allen (Fort Wayne) 
126, Wayne (Richmond) 91, Cass (Lo- 
gansport) 91, Vanderburg (Evansville) 
85, Tippecanoe (Lafayette) 68, 
St. 
Joseph (South Bend) 63; making 1,274. 
The figures prove that the nurseries of 
crime are in the cities." During the 
year 201 boys were committed, 93 of 
them charged with incorrigibility. 
The 
trustees look upon it as a startling fact 
that so many boys have been committed 
to the Reform School. The importance 
of reforming the homes which may con- 
tribute to the penal and reformatory in- 
stitutions is emphasized, and the board 
has a good word for the free kinder- 
garten work as the most practical phil- 
anthropy of the age. 


Do reform schools reform ? Super- 
intendent Charlton answers this ques- 
tion for the Indiana State school. He 
says: "A very large majority of our 
boys do well after they leave school. 
The following is a low estimate: Those 
who do well for one year after leaving 
the school, 95 per cent.; for two years, 
91 per cent.; for three years, 89 per 
cent.; throughout life, 85 per cent. In 
many counties, especially 
the rural 
counties, every boy who Las been com- 
mitted to the school has done well. Bad 
homes, street life and inability to secure 
employment are the prime causes of 
failure." 


A DEIiUSIOX. 


IVo More Suits Can Be Filed Against 
Paying for the Asphalt 
Pavement. 


The decision of Judge Frazer at Col- 
umbia City yesterday, goes only to 
show that, under the present decision, 
nineteen property 
owners on West 
Wayne street, are exempt from assess- 
ment for the asphalt pavement laid by 
the Barber company.

The pavement was assessed at the 
rate of So. 54 a foot. 


The case will be decided in the su- 
preme court, the attorneys for the de- 
fense taking an appeal, and it is pretty 
generally believed that the decision 
will be reversed. 


The impression that by this suit the 
city is enjoined from collecting other 
assessments is erroneous. And the de- 
lusion that other parties on Wayne 
street can go ahead and file similar suits 
is exploded by the statutes. The plain- 
tiffs to this suit filed complaint before 
the work had been commenced by the 
Barber company. An extract from the 
statutes says : 


"After the assessment has been mads 
by the common council of such city no 
suit shall lie to restrain or enjoin the 
collection of such assessment, and the 
validity of such assessment shall not be 
questioned." 


Judge Allen Zollars appeared for 
the plaintiffs in this suit and Colerick & 
Oppenheim and H. C. Hanna for the 
defendants.

ESIDES the 
influenza 
Europe is threatened with 
an ej)idemic which has 
probablj' 
never 
before 
invaded ias territory. 
It 
has its cradle in the penin- 
sula of the Ganges, and is 
called the red fever of In- 
dia. 
It is an eruptive 
malady, disclosing some of the character- 
istics of measles and scarletina. 
There 
are in reality two eruptions—one initial 
and the other final. The attack is sud- 
den, with weakness, lassitude, pain'in 
the head and affected eyes, and then the 
first eruption ajipears in the form of red 
blotches, as in scarletina. 
The final erup- 
tion becomes apjjarent from the fourth to 
the sixth day, aud resembles that of 
measles, affecting the feet, hands, and the 
limbs, and disappearing in its turn after 
a duration of twentj^-four hours. 
Con- 
valescence is rather slow. 
The disease 
has hitherto been confined chiefly to Asia, 
but it has recently appeared at Constanti- 
noj)le aud at Prevesa. 
It is extremely 
contagioiis, but the lateness of the season 
may prevent its general spread thi-ough 
Europe. 


OxK of the brightest advertising men 
in Chicago made his rise through the fall 
of anotluM-. It was some years ago, when, 
as a mere boy, he was tramping the 
streets of Chicago, broke and in search of 
any sort of a job which offered. His last 
nickel had gone for food, aud one after- 
noon he was walking through a down- 
town alley, tired and (lisgusted. Happen- 
ing to glance upward he saw a boy lean- 
ing out of a window. 
In a moment the 
boy lost his balance and fell to the ground 
with the customary dull, sickening thud. 
The discouraged man hastened to the 
boy's side and discovered that death had 
been instantaneous. 
Looking up at the 
open window from Avhich he had fallen 
the man counted the stories and then 
sought the stairway near by. 
Mounting 
the stairs he dashed into the editor's 
room, for it was the office of the Prairie 
Farmer, and blurted out: "Do you want 
a boy?" Looking up in surprise the edi- 
tor answered: 
"No, we have a ij>.oy." 
Then tlie man said; "I'll bet you haven't 
—your boy just fell from the window and 
is dead. 1 want his place." Investigation 
found that the man was right, and he was 
engaged for his pushing way. Since then 
he has risen by degrees and made money, 
and very few of his friends know how he 
gained liis place. 


A vEuiTAiiLK robbers' cave has been 
discovered in the mountain fastnesses of 
the Flint District in the Cherokee Nation, 
aud the roljl)ers themselves are now be- 
hind the bars of the United States Jail in 
Fort Smith, Ark. 
Couutr^v stores and 
post oflices along the border have been 
burglarized for a year ])ast, and many 
persons have been robbed on the public 
highways of the Cherokee Nation. 
All 
efforts to identify or capture the robbers 
f.iik'd. A hunter accidentally found a 
cave in the mountains, and was surprised 
to fmd it stored with a variety of goods 
and miscellaneous supplies, guns, saddles, 
firearms and the like. 
He saw at once 
lie had stumbted upon a robbers' cave, 
and so reported to tlie authorities. 
The 
place was searched, and nearly three 
wagon loads of stolen goods found, 
among them a quantity of postage stamps 
and 900 decks of cards. 
A deputy was 
placed at the cave on guard, and captur- 
ed Gordon Sanford and Lewis Maddox 
when they came to the rendezvous. Both 
are young whitejmen who stood well in 
thb community where they live, and were 
not susi^ected. 


WARSAW (Russia) papers tell the fol- 
lowing story: A wealthy landowner of 
Volin recently sent his daughter with her 
governess to see the Paris Exposition and 
enjoy herself generally in that brilliant 
capital for a while. 
On their arrival at 
Paris the governess took the young girl 
to her relatives' residence—the relatives 
being of the lowest class of day-laborers, 
and living more by petty theft and bur- 
glary tlian by honest labor. 
The young 
girl was at once put into a cellar and 
told that she would be kept there on next 
to no food until she should consent to 
marry the brother of her governess, who 
hoped by this forced marriage to become 
a prosperous Volin proprietor. 
In spite 
of all persecution, the young girl per- 
sisted in her refusal to gratify the scoun- 
drels. 
At last she succeeded in throwing 
out an addressed and stamped letter into 
the street, where, it seems, some one 
picked it up and duly mailed it; for 
shortly afterwards her father came to 
Paris and delivered the unhappy pris- 
oner. The guilty parties have been ar- 
rested. 


WHITE 
RIVER, 
at Hazelton, 
Ind., 
makes a regular horseshoe bend of some 
five or six miles, embracing several hun- 
dred acres of low bottom land, through 
which runs the Evansville & Terre Haute 
Railroad on a high embankment, this be- 
ing the only land visible for miles. 
Dur- 
ing the recent flood it was the refuge of 
myriads of quail, pheasants, wild turkeys, 
squirrels, foxes, deer, raccoons, opossums 
and 
rabbits. 
Altogether over ten 
thousand of the fowls and animals men- 
tioned were slain or captured dead or 
alive by hunters. 
Among them was a 
large catamount or wild cat, which was 
captured alive after a hard fight. It 
nearly ate up half a dozen dogs before it 
was overcome. 
Besides those killed by 
hunters, several were killed .by the cars 
as the train went steaming through the 
living mass of fowls and animals on this 
long narrow strip of earth where they 
had taken refuge from the flood. 


SOME time ago Joseph J. Speck, of 
Kansas City, learned of the existence of a 
certain alleged miraculous stone, found 
in Southern India, which would heel 
wounds of all kinds, particularly snake 
and dog bites and any sore from which 
hydrophobia or lockjaw might result. To 
learn more of the wonderful curative 
powers of the stone, Mr. Speck addressed 
a letter to a native of Bombay. 
The 
Hindoo replied that the stone is supposed 
to be found in a serpent's head, and is 
rarer and more valuable than the most 
costly gem. 
The Hindoos and the wild 
savage natives place great faith in its 
power, and guard it as sacredly and eare- 
fully as they do their idols and gods of 
metals. 
The owner of this particular 
stone advertised it and oflfered it for sale 
in an American newsepaper, and it was 
this advertisement Mr. Speck saw. 
The 
owner of the stone wants $50,000 for it. 


MISS ELIZA, the 16-year old daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Paul Kargar, who live 
one mile of Comfort, Texas, has met an un- 
timely death. Mr. Kargar had been con- 
jSned to his bed for several days. 
His 
daughter was leading a spirited horse 
from the stable to turn him into a small 
pasture. As soon as the animal sniffed the 
open air he ran away. The young lady be- 
came entangled in the rope attached to the 
hone and was dragged over the ground 


at a furious rate, Mr. Kargar witnessed 
the affair from his sick chamber, and, 
thinking to rescue his daughter from a 
frightftil death, seized his rifle and shot 
the horse dead. 
It was too late, for, 
when the sick man hobbled to the spot 
where his child and horse lay, she was 
dead, her neck having been broken. 


TOM UPTON, colored, aged seventy 
years, of Burlington, Iowa, has had a sur- 
gical operation performed, by which he 
is relieved of over two inchcs of horn, or 
tail-like jjrotuberanee at the base of his 
spinal column. 
It seems that he has had 
the same operation performed once or 
twice before, but the appendage has con- 
tinued to gi'ow, until finally he was com- 
pelled by the inconvenience it caused him 
to have it entirely removed. 
The physi- 
cians engaged in the case think they have 
so removed the strange growth as to 
eradicate its further development. 
They 
are much puzzled to account for it. 
One 
physician is inclined to believe it a devel- 
opment of proud flesh, caused by a rifle- 
ball wound received during the late war. 


AT 2 o'clock last New-Year's morning 
a number of Berkeley (Cal.) people were 
returning from a party at the house of a 
friend. 
Suddenly they noticed a strange 
illumination in the east, which soon be- 
came a complete and distinct lunar rain- 
bow, 
It made a complete span in the 
eastern heavens, the feet of the arch ap- 
parently resting on the Berkley hills.

The lid fell down acci- 
dentally, and he was suffocated, 


A REMARKABLE guuimv liquid, formed 
upon aud dro])})ing from the foliage oi 
the ])ine trees in the vicinity of Danville, 
Va., has been attracting a great deal oi 
attention. 
It gathers on and drops from 
the pine tags like a heavy dew, and a 
great deal oi" it has been caught and pre- 
served in bottles. 
It has much the ap- 
pearance of corn whiskey, but has a taste 
somewhat like that of wild honey. 
It 
leaves the pine tags sticky, and gives 
them the appearance of haviug been var- 
nished. One theory is that it is produced 
by the remarkable Aveather. 


"THERE is something curious about 
the American silver dollar and half-dol- 
lar of 1804," says a numismatist. "There 
were about twenty thousand of the dol- 
lars coined, but not one of them got into 
circulation.

BAT MASTERSON. 


THE GABEER OP A NOT^D PAR- 
WESTERN "SHOOTER." 


Gentlemanly aq^ Unassuming» But 


There Are Twenty-flve Notches on 
His Gun, Not Counting Indians. 


A Denver letter to the liew York 
World depicts the career of Bat Master- 
son, a well-known character of that 
region. 
Masterson, the writer says, is 
known throughout the whole "West as 
"square," and although but thirty-five 
years old, has sent twenty-five men to 
their long sleep with their boots on, not 
counting the many Indians that have 
stopped breathing without taking the 
trouble to remove their moccasins. 
Of 
all these victims not one was killed out- 
side of a fair fight; at least, frontiers- 
men who have known Masterson all his 
life say so. 
Nearly all these deeds 
of blood have been committed while 
defending the weak or upholding the 
law. 


The proper name of this frontier hero 
is William Barclay Masterson. 
He was 
born in the quiet village of Middleport, 
III., and at twenty years of age was re- 
nowned throughout the West as a daring 
Indian fighter and successful buffalo 
hunter. 
While all the good little lads of 
Middleport were learning to "read, write 
and figger," Bat was out in the woods 
practising all the day long with an old 
Colt's revolver, which he carries and uses 
to this day. 
As a result he never went to 
school a day in his life, but des])ite this 
he can handle the French and Mexican 
languages fluently, and was at one time 
the owner and editor of a Colorado news- 
]iaper. 
Besides having been a buffalo 
hunter and Indian scout, Masterson was 
Sheriff of Ford County, Kan., with head- 
quarters at Dodge City, when that place 
was at its bloodiest; Marshal of half a 
dozen frontier towns and owner of innu- 
merable gambling houses. 
He has won 
and lost a dozen fortunes playing cards, 
and until recently has been the owner 
and manager of a variety theatre iii Den- 
ver, and is the head of a cultured and re- 
spected family. 


It was in 1869, just as Masterson was 
turning into his fifteenth year, that he de- 
termined to become a buffalo hunter. 
One bright morning earlj- in the winter 
he announced his intention to the famih', 
aud the old gentleman, after vainly trying 
to verbally persuade the youth to desist, 
leaped upon the adventurous heir with a 
trunk strap and gave him a right husky 
body beating. 
Five weeks later the boy 
rode into Fort Dodge on the old man's 
best horse, iirmed to the teeth, and ready 
to take his part in the chase for buffalo 
hides. 
In less than six months the most 
experienced hunter on the plains was 
ready and anxious to go into partnership 
with this beardless boy with the cold, 
blue eye and quiet smile, who could out- 
ride, outshoot, and outfight the hardiest 
and most skilful of their band. 
There 
was plenty of money made in hunting 
the plain monarchs in those days, as a raw 
hide was worth $3, and three men could 
easily take fifty a day. 
In chasing the 
ijuffalo the huuters scoured the territory 
comprising the Panhandle of Texas, the 
"Staked Plains," and the Indian Terri- 
tory. 
They got to know every path in 
this vast area, aud this knowledge is what 
made Masterson so valuable to the Gov- 
ernment as an Indian scout a few years 
later. 


It was during one of these trips after 
buffalo that the daring of the youthfid 


Billy Tyler. These were wrapped in 
blankets and buried in one grave, in the 
corner of the old saloon. 
The siege was 
actually lifted on July 13, and thirty 
days later Gen. Nelson A. Miles sent for 
the intrepid boy and made him second in 
command of a body of eighteen Govern- 
ment scouts. 


A week or two later word came to 
headquarters that the Indians had attack- 
ed a wagon train on the line of the Kan- 
sas Pacific Railroad, and had murdered 
all in the train except four sisters named 
Germaine. 
These unfortunates, who 
were brought up in luxury in the east, 
were carried away captives. 
Their ages 
were eighteen, sixteen, five and three 
years respectively. 
Bat headed a party 
that went out to rescue the sisters. 
One 
day while hunting for antelope with which 
to supply the larder, the young man saw 
an Indian quite a distance away act- 
ing in a suspicious manner. 
He followed 
and found the two young Germaine sis- 
ters sleeping on a raw buffalo hide in a 
ravine, guarded by three Indians. 
The 
main body of Indians had ^one on a pil- 
laging expedition, and were far away at 
the time. 
The Indians showed fi^ht, but 
again the old Colt's revolver of childhood 
days barked with rapidity, and that nigh 
Bat rode into camp with the two younger 
Germaine sisters, the heads of three In- 
dians and an antelope.

Upou his return to Texas, Masterson 
took actively to gambling. 
He settled 
down at Cantouement, now known as 
Fort Elliott. 
Here his active career of 
kiling white men began. 
One night he 
had some words with Sergt. King, of- the 
Foiu'th United States Cavalry, during the 
progress of a poker game. 
Two hours 
later King hid outside of the "doby" 
and when Masterson stepped out the sol- 
dier shot him through the abdomen. 
It 
was his last shot, however, for with 
lightning speed and before he fell to the 
ground, Masterson had pulled the same 
old Colt's and Sergt. King was a corpse. 
Pat got better in "twenty daj^s, and as a 
result of the quarrel was compelled to 
kill three other soldiers in self-defense. 
They attacked him in a body. 
About 
this time Bat received word that his 
brother had been appointed Marshal of 
Dodge'City, Kan., at that time the most 
notorious of all the frontier towns, and 
the buffalo hunter lost no time in getting 
there. 
The residents of the county wel- 
comed him with open arms, for it was 
positivel}- unsafe for any person but a 
cowboy to walk the streets of Dodge 
City. 
He was at once elected Sheriff, and 
as soon as he had taken the oath of ofticc 
the bloodiest part of his record began. « 


One night early in the spring of 1877 a 
party of six Texas cowboys rode into 
Dodge City and boldly announced that 
they were wolves, and they had come into 
town for the express jiurpose of howling. 
They drank bad whiskey and showed 
their utter disregard for the law by rid- 
ing like wild devils through the streets 
and shooting into houses aud at any per- 
son they saw. 
After a while they grew 
tired of this sjiort, drew up in front of a 
dance house, dismoiuited, aud prepared 
to enter and make merrier. 
^larshal 
Masterson, the brother of Bat, who at 
that time had three or four notches on his 
gun stock, requested the turbulent cow- 
punchers to disarm themselves before en-

Attila preferred to trust the 
safety of his camps to their keen percep- 
tions Tather than to the ears and eyes of 
his Huns. 
The Romans recognized their 
value for the same pui-pose, and the geese 
of the Capitol came to the rescue not 
only of men, but of do^, too, which for 
once were caught nappmg.

Are Stones Alive P 


Masterson became widely known. 
He j tering the dance hohse. 
He told them it 


was the decided hero of the greatest In- 
dian fight known to Western history, and 
just previous to it killed his first man. 
On the night of June 13, 1874, Master- 
son and his two partners rode iuto the 
settlement of Adobe Walls, a trading post 
situated on the Canadian River in Texas. 
The settlement consisted of two stores, a 
saloon aud a blacksmith shop. 
After 
supper a poker game was got up, and 
Bat, who was 
passionateiy fond of 
gambling, took a hand. 
During the 
]u-ogress of the game one of the players 
took occasion to call the youngest player 
in the game a liar, and at the same time 
pulled his gun. 
If was the last act of 
his career, for, before he could pull the 
trigger. Bat had out the old Colt's re- 
volver he had learned to shoot with at 
home and the quarrelsome gambler was 
dead—shot through the right eye. 
The 
body was buried in less than half-an- 
hour, and the game went on. 


Wiien the lights were all put out in the 
settlement that night there were just 
twenty-one hardy buffalo hunters wrapped 
in their blankets and sleeping soundly. 
Ten of them, including Masterson, were 
in the saloon. 
This was an adobe build- 
ing, one story high, with 'an immense 
Cottonwood beam running 
clear the 
length of the room from one gable to au- 
vither. About 3 o'clock in the morning 
the beam broke with a noise like a can- 
non, and the sleepers all rushed out into 
the air. 
The rotten beam had saved the 
life of every man in the settlement, for 
just about daybreak, when the beam had 
been projjped up securely, down from the 
adjoining hills swooped a band of over 
oOO Indians. 
They were composed of 
Cheyennes, Arapahoes, Comanches and 
Kiowas, the most blood-thirsty combina- 
tion ever on the war path. 
They were the 
fighters of their respective tribes, and as 
they dashed straight at the "dobys" 
the hunters thought their time had 
come. 
However, the doors were ban-ed 
and the Indians were met with a shower 
of bullets that greatly surjonsed them, 
for they expected to find the hunters 
asleep. 
The great battle of the Adobe 
Walls then began in earnest, and did 
not cease for fifteen days. 
Before it 
ended, Master.son had taken advantage 
of an opportunity to prove himself the 
most daring man in the West and gain 
a reputation that is to-day respected 
throughout the frontier country. 
The 
Indians were led by a gigantic and des- 
perate negro, who had deserted from the 
United States Aimy. 
He was a bugler, 
and with a brass trumpet blew the rallies 
and charges that guided the Indians in 
their attacks. 
They followed him wher- 
ever he went, and he Avent j)retty nearly 
wherever he pleased. 


After the men had beenTfighting for 
about thirteen days matters began to get 
serious.' Wells were dug 
inside the 
buildings to get a supply of water and 
the end of the provisions could be seen. 
Every day the Indians, headed by the 
big negro, seemed to grow more confi- 
dent and fight harder. It was concluded 
that the only way to win the battle 
would be to kill the cunning negro, but 
he would not be killed. 
At last the 
quiet Bat showed the kind of stufE he 
was made of by rushing from the saloon 
one day just as the Indians were about 
to depart after an attack, and yelling at 
the top of his voice. 
This attracted at- 
tention and the entire band made a rush 
at him. When they got close enough 
the old Colt's revolver of his childhood 
st^ke out and the negro rolled off his 
•se, shot through the head. 
The death 
of the leader seemed to dismay the gang, 
and they retired into the hills, and five 
days later were driven into the Cheyenne 
Agency, after having lost seventy of 
their number. The hunters lost three of 
their nnmlMir->-the two Saddler boys and

They killed him on the 
spot. 
Bat was standing near, and again 
the ancient Colt's sprung out and began 
work. 
Before the six cowboys could get 
under shelter they were killed, and from 
that minute quiet Bat Masterson was the 
cowboy's bitterest enemy. 


In manners Masterson is a Chesterfield, 
and under no circumstances can he be 
induced to speak of his career.

While Walker explains nothing of sex 
in stones, it is plain that his ideas re- 
specting them were identical with the 
wonderful truths ]V[r. Kinne thinks he 
has demonstrated in his microscopical 
researches.

The "Sauibo be-

well as giving visible manifcstfitions ot 
himself iu the suu, moon and stars. 
a consequeui'e, they have a great many 
objects of veneration. 
The medit-inal 
plants are supposed to receive then- vir- 
tues and to have beeu given s\-]>ernatural 
powers through the breath of Rushilpt. 
The anacouda. which furnishes a superior 
oil for the cure of rheumatism, swollen 
joints, etc., is venerated for the same 
reason, aud religiously protected during 
the generative season. 
They believe that

there, like oil on water, without any 
thorough admixture, or any affinity to

Mending 
Uay. 


Every housewife should set apart one 
day in each week for a mending day — 
its duties should be as religiously per- 
formed as her daily devotions, says a 
writer in Good Housekeeping. 
Which 
day it shall be depends upon the usual 
time of getting the clcthes in from the 
wash. If that disagreeable work is done 
at home, it should be done as early in 
the week as practicable ; the flannels 
should be washed out and dried quickly, 
so as to shrink as little as possible, and 
to allow plenty of time to air them, for 
nothing is more ruinous to the health 
than damp flannels. 


If the clothes are all in by Thursday 
evening, then Friday would be a nice 
opportunity to lay out every garment 
anfLput it through a rigorous examina- 
tio"5. It is well to have a special stock- 
ing basket, in which all the socks and 
stockings are placed ready for inspec- 
tion. 
It should be famished with suit- 
able needles, 
darning cotton of all 
colors to suit the fancy hosiery, a pair 
of scissors, etc., so that it may be picked 
Utt at any of those odd moments which 
so often come to a housekeeper when 
she is not ready to settle down to work 
which needs cutting out or planning. 
After the holes are mended thin places 
should be neatly darned, for then they 
présent a strong, even surface, which is 
jnore comfortable than the hole when

children's buttons always do, a double 
bit of cotton, or material like the gar- 
ment, can be hemmed on the wrong 
side, the edges of the hole hemmed 
down on it, and the button replaced, 
concealing the hole entirely.

higher or lower to gain a fresh founda- 
tion. 


Strings have a way of wearing half 
off just where they are sewed on. They 
shoiild be cut, the old places ripped off 
and a new sewing taken up, or else new 
strings. 
Little slits in underclothing 
should have a strong piece of material 
laid under, much larger than the slit; 
when that is darned down with a few 
neat stitches it will hold much longer 
than if it is "just run up." 


Boys' clothing should be furnished 
with good strong pockets, for the joy of 
a little chap's first pantaloons pales be- 
fore "lots of pockets, to hold just every- 
thing." 


Little girls enjoy pockets, too; a 
moderate-sized one, in the seam of a 
calico or gingham dress, holds her 
handkerchief, thimble, and other nec- 
essary things Avhich would otherwise be 
left lying around and be lost. 


i find that a child's habit of neatness 
largely depends upon the condition of 
the clothing put upon her from infancy. 
If she is accustomed to Avhole, clean 
clothes, she will enjoy them, then find 
them a necessity, and finally learn to 
love and keep them so. 


The poor little children, who dive 
into bureau drawers, pulling out but- 
tonless bodies, torn aprons and ragged 
dresses, which they strew about until 
they find some wearable garments, are 
greatly to be pitied; nor are they to be 
blamed if they grow up into careless 
and untidy men and women. It is never 
wise to buy just enough material for a 
child's dress, with nothing left for 
mending. 
The elbows always rub out 
first, and if there is enough to make a 
new under side to the sleeves, it helps 
the dress to last much longer. 


If there is a wide sash like the dress, 
it can be utilized later on for new 
sleeves, and it will be all "Avashed 
alike," for nearly all colored goods will 
fade in time.

A loung 
Whaleman^» 
Remarkable 
Story 
of a Spectral 
Frozeti 
Ship. 


Although the sea has not the diver- 
sity of the land, being destitute of 
mountains and valleys, 
forests 
and 
deserts, it is none the less the scene of 
romance and mystery. 
A most remark- 
able story of a spectral frozen ship, 
cradled among the icebergs of the Arc- 
tic regions, and floating, deserted and 
alone, throughout those frozen seas, has 
been brought to New London by a 
young Avhaleman who has recently re- 
turned from a three years' cruise in the 
Behring Sea. 


One day in the early part of May, 
1889, a man named Leavitt, who has 
charge of the Pacific Steam Whaling 
Company's station at Cape Smith, nine 
miles to the southwest of Point Barrow, 
was astonished to see a ship standing 
toAvard the shore, about a mile in the 
offing, hemmed in by towering icebergs. 


Leavitt had spent the Avinter in the 
ice, and the appearance of the ship 
there at such an unusual time of the 
year nearly scared him out of his wits. 
Visions of that fabled ship, the Flying 
Dutchman, darted across his mind, but 
he finally recovered himself and walked 
doATO toward the beach. 
As he did so 
the fabric dreAV nearer to the land. 


He says it made a chaiming picture 
to his famished eyes, appearing as if 
formed of frosted glass. 


The mass continued to approach him, 
and he finally made out the complete 
outlines of the full-rigged ship Young 
Phoenix, a vessel Avith which he was 
familiar. 


She was a whaler of three hundred 
and thirty-five tons, from NeAv Bedford, 
and Avas lost in the ice pack in the Arc- 
tic over a year ago. 
She was crushed 
and set to leaking by the ice, so that it 
became necessaiy to abandon her hastily, 
as she was thought to be sinking. 
This 
occurred a long distance to the north of 
Point BarroAv. 


When Leavitt sighted her she lay 
cradled immovably, Avith her deck just 
above the level of the icy valley where 
she reclined. 
Her three masts toAvered 
aloft with still 
perfect 
rake, 
and 
shrouds, backstays, braces and stays 
covered with icy coatings in fantastic 
shapes, brought out in the sunlight in 
bold and beautiful relief against the 
blue mountains of the ice behind. 


The silent ship lay stern to the sea, 
about fifty yards from it, and slightly 
heeled to port. 
The prismatic effects 
of the spectral scene was heightened 
by heavy burdens of snoAV, which cum- 
bered the decks, the hawsers and the 
sails of the vessel. 
Two of the sails 
were shaking their stiffened tatters idly 
in the breeze, Avhile the rest had the 
snug man-o'-Avar furl of a year before, 
and weie frozen tightly to the yards. 
The vessel looked literally a ship of ice, 
for all the Avorld like the toy ship en- 
shrouded in crystals 
by the 
glass- 
blower's art. 


Plucking up his courage, 
Leavitt 
finally went out to the ice pack and 
boarded the ship. 
He found every- 
thing int&ct upon the decks as it had 
been left. Not even the polar bear or 
the Arctic fox had paid her a visit, and 
the ropes were coiled on the belaying 
pins as the crew had placed them. 
There were no traces of the boats, 
which had evidently been torn from the 
ship's davits by the ice; but the great 
quilt of snow which enshrouded the 
Y'oung Phoenix from stem to stern re- 
vealed the figuration of the hatches and 
paraphernalia, Avhich showed that she 
had at no time since desertion, been 
rolling in seas heavy enough to disturb 
any of her fittings. It is supposed, in 
fact, that she was picked up free from 
the water by the same ice pack Avhich 
crushed her. 


Leavitt went down into the ship's 
cabin and found several articles, Avhich 
he dragged over the fields of ice to his 
boat and conveyed to the shore. 


He Avould have continued stripping 
the vessel, but the ice floe containing 
her drifted off shore on the folloAving 
day. 
It remained in sight several days 
afterward, and then A-anished to the 
northAvard. 


Various theories are advanced as to 
the probable course the Young Phoenix 
will now take, and as to how long it 
will be before she is seen again. 
It is 
very likely, old Arctic whalemen say, 
that the island of ice now surrounding 
her will be built up by the addition of 
floating masses, and in time she may 
become a fixture someAvhere around the 
North Pole, dry-docked in the ice, for 
it is said that in those remote fields the 
ice may possess an age of hundreds of 
years, and may be continually accumu- 
lating in one quarter while breaking off 
and dissipating in another. 


The incident is said by old whalemen 
to be without parallel in the annals of 
whale fishery, and they also add that as 
the Young Phoenix seems, from the ac- 
counts, to be literally dry-docked in 
icebergs, there is but little doubt that 
she Avill go swinging around the Arctic 
in intense cold for years, perhaps for 
centuries, for the very elements there 
will constitute her protection.—Golden 
Days.

P. A.-^The charactcr of the Travelers' 
Protective association must soon prob- 
ably be changed in order that the large 
membership may derive from the associ- 
ation as great advantages as had been 
expected. In the matter of securing 
from railroads reduced rates, we had ob- 
tained many valuable concessions and 
were upon the point of extending these 
concessions over other lines of travel 
when the inter-state commerce law in its 
sweeping application to passenger rates 
robbed us of many of these advantnges 
which we may never be able to regain.

In 
most American cities it is one to 250 and 
in some, Kansas City for examijle, it is 
one to 125 of the population. 
Some of 
our older physicians, who have been 
foremost in the practice for many years, 
have either given up much of their 
business or their growing enfeeblement 
will soon cause them to do so and their 
hundreds of patients must transfer their 
patronage to other and younger men, 
better able to endure the hard work in- 
cident to a large practice. I think I 
can name half ti dozen young physicians 
who, within the next live years, will be 
the leaders in their profession in Fort 
Wayne. 


A. J . DITTOE, GROCER.—There is a 
growing custom among retail grocers to 
sell by the pound many articles of pro- 
duce that were formerly sold by the 
dozen, or by the piece. We now sell 
cabbages by the pound and lettuce by 
the pound and expect to soon sell pota- 
toes by the same measurement. In 
some of the western cities eggs are sold 
by the pound and when we consider 
how much difference there is in the var- 
ious lots of eggs as they are brought in 
by farmers this plan would seem to be 
altogether the fairest. Eggs now retail 
at fourteen cents a dozen and a dozen 
eggs, of average size, weigh a pound 
and a half. Hence a pound of eggs 
might be sold with the present profit at 
nine or ten cents. A pound of eggs 
would seem odd to the Fort Wayne 
trade, but we are coming to it.

Fast running on the Fort Wayne road 
is no new thing and it does not date 
from the manufacture of the big and 
powerful locomotives now in service, as 
some suppose. An authentic record of 
a record of a run I made from Fort 
Wayne to Chicago on September 14, 
1870, may be found in the trainmasters' 
office and will illustrate my point. I 
had a Boon passenger engine. No. 199, 
the second of its class manufactured at 
the Fort Wayne shops. The cylinders 
were 16x24 inches, the drivers five feet, 
six inches in diameter and the weight of 
the engine 69,000 pounds. It had no 
air-brakes, no injectors and no patent 
lubricators for cylinders. The track 
was very inferior to its present present 
prime condition and the fuel was wood. 
The train consisted of a baggage car 
and three coaches. We left Fort Wayne 
station at 11:55i a. m. and reached the 
engine house at Sixteenth street, Chi- 
cago, at 3:34 p. m., making eleven starts. 
The distance is 146 miles and after de- 
ducting for stops the actual running 
time was two hours, forty-seven and a 
half minutes. The train sheets hows that 
we went from Fort Wayne to Columbia 
City, nineteen miles, in nineteen and a 
half minutes; Columbia City to Pierce- 
ton, twelve miles, in eleven minutes; 
Warsaw to Bourbon, thirteen and eight- 
tenth miles, in fourteen minutes; Ham- 
let to Hanna, ten miles, in ten minutes; 
Valparaiso to Hobart, ten and a half 
miles, in ten minutes and Clark to the 
Illinois Central crossing, fourteen and 
seven-tenth miles, in fifteen minutes. 
On the engine with me were Messrs. C. 
H. Walton and C. R. Higgins. The 
former was then train dispatcher and is 
now master of transportation. The 
latter was chief clerk to the superin- 
tendent and is now postmaster of Fort 
Wayne. The fireman was William Siss- 
wbo is bow toniiitig an engine oftt

Wayne and that 1870 was the first year 
of the fast limited time on the Fort 
Wayne road, wherefore the perform- 
ances of the fast trains were closely 
watched and encouraged.

SIONER.—I hope that some of the men 
who are keeping saloons in a manner 
not conformable either to law or decency 
will not be surprised if, at the regular 
meeting of the board of commissioners, 
on the first Monday in March, their ap- 
plications for liquor licenses should be 
refused. Under proper regulations and 
restrictions a saloon can be run as re- 
spectably as any other place of business. 
Most of our saloon-keepers are law-abid- 
ing citizens and will not object to a 
wholesome weeding out of the places 
where fights are frequent and which are 
kept open on Sunday. The commis- 
sioners will be largely governed in their 
decision by the record of a saloon- 
keeper as it appears in the justice courts. 
If he has been frequently convicted of 
violating the law a liquor licenese will 
certainly be withheld. 


A BREWER—The 
general public h a s 
no idea what it costs a brewery to col- 
lect its bills for beer from the saloon- 
keepers. Not that they are not prompt 
paying customers, for if they were not 
the brewer could not afford to credit 
them; but because of a system that has 
grown up in the matter of brewery col- 
lections. It used to be that the driver 
who delivered the beer to the saloons 
did the collecting. 
When this was the 
case he was expected, after receiving the 
amount due, to call up everybody in 
the house and "set 'em up" two or three 
times around, which generally costs 
from a dollar to two dollars a saloon for 
each collection day. Now, a dollar 
here or there don't amount to much, 
but when you figure up that there are 
nearly four hundred places in this city 
where beer is sold, and that the two 
home breweries divide the trade, say 
equally between them, it is easy to ar- 
rive at the sum of money the brewer is 
compelled to spend with no other object 
than that of holding his trade. 
Form- 
erly the driver collected every Monday 
for the beer delivered the week previ- 
ous. But now some member of the 
firm does the collecting t^wice every 
month, and the amount it costs us to 
collect our bills is not as heavy as it was 
when the driver collected weekly, and it 
gives us the added advantage of per- 
sonal contact with our customers. 


L O U I S PELTIER—Sixty years ago the 
methods of barter and exchange among 
the few businesn men at Fort Wayne 
were very primitive. The money in use 
was generally silver and all large sums 
were paid out in French five franc 
pieces. The Indians would not accept 
the paper currency of the state banks, 
because they could not tell the denomi- 
nations of the bills and the bills were 
apt to get wet and unserviceable in their 
homes in the forest. My father, James 
Peltier, kept a large boarding house on 
the bank of the St. Mary's river, near 
where the gas works now stand. 
Most 
of our supplies were purchased from 
traders who came down the river from 
Ohio in fiat boats. I well remember 
that when one of these traders would 
come along with his little cargo of side 
meats, smoked hams, whisky and so 
forth, and when a bargain would be 
struck it was often difficult to find 
enough ready money in the little village 
to pay the reckoning. Our neighbors, 
like Francis Comparet and John B. 
Bourie were 
often, like 
ourselves, 
cramped for ready money and it was al- 
ways understood that each might be 
called upon for all he had and never 
was there a refusal to lend. No notes 
on "I. O. Us." of any kind were passed 
to evidence the loan and every one was 
settled immediately after the quarterly 
payment of government money to the 
Indians, when everybody would be in 
funds again. When all resources failed 
and it became necessary for my father 
to obtain credit from the trader, the 
members of the family were called into 
a room and father would then^ acknowl- 
edge before us that he owed the trader 
so much money and that in the event of 
his death, before next quarterly pay- 
ment day, we would be chargeable with 
the amount. He would then take a 
piece of charcoal and mark the trader's 
name and the sum due him on the 
whitewashed mud chinks between the 
logs of the house and when he next 
came the money was awaiting him. The 
village merchants took great pride in 
keeping good the commercial credit of 
the town, and the same may be said of 
the merchants to this day.

A N O V E L 
RACE. 


A few days ago, while running south, 
the Grand Rapids and Indiana passen- 
ger train started up four wild ducks 
from the Kalamazoo river, south of 
Cooper station. For some distance the 
track and river closely parallel each 
other, and the ducks flew toward the 
Celery city, keeping abreast of the loco- 
motive with apparent ease, and only 
ten to twenty feet above the water. 


There is quite a steep grade from 
Cooper down the Kalamazoo flats, and 
the train was makiog about forty-five 
miles an hour. For half a mile the 
ducks kept the lead, and then swept 
away on a curve of the river to the east- 
ward. The train gained its length on 
the ducks in running across the bend, 
and when the feathered racers rounded 
the curve and saw the train directly in 
front of them, they bunched, shot up 
into the air with a grotesque spreading, 
of feathers and flattening of bodies, and 
then turned backward on their course. 


The ducks' method of putting on 
brakes reminded the passengers of a sail 
boat coming up into the wind with main 
iind jib shaking, before filling away on 
.-notber tack. The race was watched 
with interest by a number of passen/^rs, 
iind gave them some new ideas of the 
speed of ducks.

equipped the engines to be used be- 
tween Chicago and Kansas City to fur- 
nish the power for the train and steam 
for the dynamo to illuminate the cars. 
The day will be spent in Chicago by the 
party as the guests of the Chicago elec- 
tric club, and a banquet will be tiinder- 
ed the visitors. 
The train will leave 
Chicago Monday evening, by way of the 
Burlington route. 
Great preparations 
are in progress to make this the most 
celebrated train that ever run through 
the country.

The Missouri Pacific railway recog- 
nizing the importance of large cars for 
the buggy, wagon and furniture trade 
have just turned out 200 mammoth 
freight cars measuring forty feet in 
length in the clear inside and propor- 
tionately high and wide. 
These cars

bulky freight as wagons, furniture, cof- 
fins, etc. The manufacturers of this line 
qf goods in Fort Wayne will doubtless 
be glad to take advantage of these large 
cars for shipments to Texas and the 
west. 


The Grand Rapids and Indiana rail- 
road is very much disturbed. 
The 
cause is that recently they devised a 
method of heating all passenger coaches 
by steam, which was to come from the 
engine. 
The company were so happy 
at getting at a new way that they did 
not look into the matter, but continued 
to make the improvement without first 
putting the matter to a test. As a re- 
sult after the thing was completed it 
was discovered that they did not con- 
nect the engine to the coaches until a 
few minutes before starting, and not 
having a fire within, the coaches were 
very cold and not successfully heated 
until the train arrived at its destination. 
The experiment has been tried before. 


About two weeks ago James Sloan, 
a Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
railroad engineer, lost his pocketbook, 
containing $360 in currency, somewhere 
in the railroad yards in Alliance, Ohio. 
After a fruitless search for the missing 
wallet, Mr. Sloan advertised the loss, 
and placed the matter in the hands of 
t'ae chief of police. Suspicions were 
fjntertained that "Nic" Rosen berry, a 
railroad watchman and "caller," found 
the purse. It soon developed that Ros 
enberry had bought a female friend a 
gold watch, silk dresses, etc. His sud- 
den riches caused the arrest yesterday of 
himself and his charmer, at Alliance. 
He admitted that he had foilnd the 
money, and turned over the unsquan- 
dered balance, 
about $175. Though

N E W YORK, Feb. 7.—It was reported 
yesterday that the Riclimoud Terminal 
comyjany, which has gobbled up nearly 
all the roads in the south, was preparing 
to include the Erlinger system in its 
line of roads. This deal is to be brought 
about through the East 
Tennessee, 
Virginia, and Georgia, and the Georgia 
Pacific Railway companies, the object 
being to give the Terminal system a di- 
rect line of its own to New Orleans, and 
up to Cincinnati, to which points the 
Erlinger roads run, as well as to Meri- 
dan, Miss. To accomplish this it is 
proposed to issue stock of the Terminal 
company amounting to 
$49,000,000, 
which would make the total stock issue, 
$100,000,000. 


John H. Inman, president of the Ter- 
minal company, acknowledged yester- 
day that negotiations were on foot look- 
ing towards close relations between the 
two systems, but said that the stock 
which had been mentioned had not been 
settled yet. 
He said he had received an 
offer of 25 cents on the dollar for $79,- 
000,000 on new stock which have put 
put $12,525,000 coin in the Terminal 
treasury, but that he had not accepted 
the offer because it had not been made 
in writing, and he supposed that this 
was the basis of the statement that such 
a stock issue had been agreed upon.

At least they did previous to 
the formation of the new industry I am 
going to tell about. 
It was started 
b j 
a highly respectable widow of a clergy- 
man, .who, 
being 
left 
in 
styaitened 
circumstances, 
and 
having 
been 
all 
her life too 
much occupied 
with 
do- 
mestic 
and parochial work to 
acquire 
any money-making 
accomplishment of 
the usual sort, turned her facility with 
the needle into the means of a livelihood. 
She plied her needle so effectively that hei 
services were soon sought for by over- 
taxed, or indolent, or philanthropic ally 
inclined matrons. 
It was not long before 
she had all that she could do, later on 
more than she could do. and later still 
she brought several 
assistants—women

as she had been—into the work, 
and now has a systematic and lucrative 
business. 
You may often see her, or one 
of her corps of assistants, on her way to

tons and strings, the frills and laces, the 
stockiugs and gloves of a hundred fam- 
ilies depend on her for their beautiful 
completeness, but such is the case. 
She 
can repair a lace flounce which has suf- 
fered from a masculine foot as no lady's 
maid that was ever born can do. 
I saw 
one, where her needle had thrown an ex- 
quisite fern leaf over the darn, that the 
owner declared was the prettiest 
figure 
in the whole fabric. 
Of course work like 
that commands a price, and her pleasant 
rooms, the ftir of plenty and refinement 
about everything, indicate that she gets 
it. 
When asked how she ever thought of 
the unique scheme for earning her living, 
she said: 


"Many years ago, when my 
children 
were small, and my husband's salary not 
the largest, my burdens were often light- 
e n e d by a dear old lady in the parish 
who made it a practice of coming to the 
parsonage once a month for a day of 
mending and repairing. 
It was a lovie- 
offering from her to her minister and h i i 
family. 
When 
I was left alone, 
with 
plenty of time and no money, it occurred 
to me that I might turn an honest penny 
by serving others, who could afford to

In ithe five-cornered tower the reader 
will naturally take a lively interest. Men 
and women, doctors, lawyers, merchants, 
thieves, imechanics,' and laborers who 
lived 041 the olden time were either made 
familiar with the tower itself or its de- 
crees. 
This tower is the oldest stiructai« 
in Nuremberg. 
In it we find all the in- 
struaaaents of torture known to history. 
'The rack, thumbscrews, and guillotine are 
found in every European museum, and 
the red gown worn by the executioner is 
also quite common. 
There are instru- 
ments of torture other than these to be 
.seen here that are rare, but I cannot say 
that they were known only to the great 
dynasty of which this town was the cen- 
ter, 
Some of these instruments suggest 
novel modes of punishment, and there are 
seme of them that even in this advanced 
' age might be applied with harm to few 
and profit to many, but I shall not at- 
tempt to point out which to adopt and 
whicb to reject 
In that remote age the 
trials wihich women had to undergo were 
shocking, and I hope that at this junct- 
ure no irreverent reader will remark— 
"they were indeed good old times." 


The penalty for drunkenness varied. 
For th^ first drunk the offender was 
obliged to wear the " Snanish cloak." The 
"Spanish cloak" is a churn-shaped device 
that incloses the body from the neck to 
the knees, the arms passing out through 
arm-holes. 
This coat he was obliged to 
wear for a stated period, and if the of- 
fense was repeated, heavy weights were 
fastened to his wrists and thus burdened 
he was marched through the streets. 


Those convicted of bearing false wit- 
ness against their neighbors, very prop- 
erly were more severely punished. An

iron or steel contrivance, oval shape, was 
placed in the liar's mouth, and this had 
an attachment with which the trap was 
expanded. 
Pity its use h&s been aban- 
doned. 


Milkmen in those days, it would seem, 
were honest, since no provision was made 
to punish them for mixing water with 


the praetice for which he-paid the penalty 
still continTies. 


The thief was put just one scale higher 
than the dishonest tradesman. 
Instead 
of the fiddle he wore the violoncello, and 
also iron bracelets and ankle bands. There 
were also instruments for every variety of 
petty offenses. 
Persons convicted of ob- 
scenity or blasphemy carried around the 
iron flute. This flute was fastened around 
the neck and the fingers were caught and 
held in the spring ratchet which was made 


in imitation of the keys or stops. 
Wives 
who disobeyed their husbands wore one 
of the mock fiddles, and if they persist- 
ed in disobedience or rebelliousness they 
were carried to the market place to receive 
the jeers and jests of their neighbors. If 
two women quarreled they were yoked to- 
gether and also taken to the market place 
and subjected to the curious gaze of the 
multitude. Unchaste women were obliged 
to wear a crown of iron thorns and along 
heavy plait of straw. Then we find in the 
collection the thorn cradle, the torture 
bed, and the stretcher, with its grooves, 
rollers and pulleys. 
On the stretcher the

milk. 
The baker and dishonest trades- 
man, though, were severely punished. If 
a baker's loaves were below the required 
weight, he was carried to the market 
glace in a mock Sedan chair, his arms 
anging out of the windows, and weights 
fastened to his wrists. 
This may account 
for the honesty of our latter-day bakers 
The complaint, that now is their bread is 
too heavy. The severe torture to which 
dishonest tradesmen were subjected has

not bad any very marked enect in lessen- 
ing that class of offenses in oar day. If 
anything, the tradesmen now are worse 
than the ones of former times, but if any 
one reading this should take the rei^ark 
as person«!, let him remember that it was 
meant for him in the Pickwickian sense. 
The dishonest tradesman was placed in a 
spiked chair, and the neck inserted in a 
ZDOck fiddle. There were several sizes of

In En- 
gland Mr. Henry Irving has recently 
awakened « fresh interest both in "Faust" 
and Nuremberg, and has perhaps created 
an interest among a large class of English 
readers and play-goers that never befere 
heard either of the pictoresque town or 
the great tragedy. In doing this he ren- 
dered a signal service to art, to German 
literature and to play-goers in England. 
During the summer of 1885 Mr. Irving 
spent nis vacation in Nuremberg, study- 
ing every phase of life in that city and 
every peculiarity of architecture. 
He 
was accompanied by distinguished paint- 
ers who shared the great English actor's 
enthusiasm, and sympathized with his 
desire to reproduce Nuremberg on the 
Lyceum stage. 
Those who were fortu- 
nate enough to witness the result, and 
have the advantage also of knowing Nu- 
remberg, can testify ho w faithfully this 
was done. The fidelity with which St. 
Lorenz Platz has been transferred to the 
stage was complete. 
The church, the 
Fountain of Virtue, the home of Mar- 
guerite, and the famous old Nassauer 
House form a historical, romantic, ar- 
tistic and architectural combination hard- 
ly equaled in the world. The mind that 
can not transfer itself to the scenes of by- 
gone ages of which these monuments are 
witnesses must be indeed prosy and mat- 
ter-of-fact.

ful instruments of torture are the Spanish 
Stock and Iron Vii-gin, which were used 
to punish real or «Ueged political .offend- 
ers. 
The ainfoi4unate victiooa was first 
put in the stock, and here he was kept for 
days in the ¡hope of extorting 'confession 
of some secret which it was Relieved the 
accused would divulge. 
The hands were 
fastened in the clamps and the feet or 
ankles in tbe stock. 
Failing after a c^r- 
tain time to extract information, the poor 
wretch wa« placed in the Iron Virgin and 
•slowly crushed to deiath. 
Beheading 
seems bad enough, but beheading is mild 
punishment compared with this slow and 
ago!iii:#jig death. 
There aTe innumerable 
other torture instruments ia the collec- 
tion, but tbe ones enumerated will suflice 
tfO show that thei-e is a sad, dark back- 
ground to the rose-tdnted pictures which 
«.re generally given of 'the "good old 
times."

-Goethe's great tragedy of " Faust" has 
given to that ancient city a promimence 
that otherwise it would not enjoy, though 
it deserves it fully.

It is said by historians that some of 
the renowned beauties bathed in dew, 
collected by slaves, and others again 
in rain water, and so on through all the 
possible things in creation. 
It is even 
related of one great beauty that she 
was bathed every day in fresh bul- 
lock's blood while it was yet warm. 


It would occupy the whole 
LEDGER 
to recount the stories current of the 
ridiculous ideas held by the ancients as 
to different means to preserve or re- 
store their charms, and few of them 
would be of service in the light of sci- 
ence. , 


Th« most of the so-called cosmetics, 
from the very beginning of the use of 
them, we're based upon poisonous sub- 
stances, just as they are to-day, and 
we read in a book on Egypt that a 
paste made of an arsenical preparation 
was used over four thousand 
years 
ago, and from that time to the pre^nt 
day women have been using all kinds 
of preparations offered for sale by 
conscienceless persons, the most of 
them made of most dangerous min- 
•earals. 


It would be a curious study to show 
in what beauty consists, according to 
different ideas, in different countries, 
though, according to their lights, the 
women in each do the most they can to 
render themselves attractive, and in 
all countries women have, and always 
will, rely upon the use of cosmetics 
of one kind or another to enhance 
their charms or conceal the ravages of 
time. 


To impress upon those who may read 
this series of articles the fa«t that they 
are taking their lives, even, into their 
hands, to say nothing of 
eventually 
ruining whatever good looks they had 
in the beginning, we shall tell them 
something of the materials which enter 
into the compounding of the various 
preparations now in the market, and 
which are said (by the makers) to be 
entirely harmless. 


All of the so-called creams, and lily 
balms, and such like liquids, are of ne- 
cessity based upon white lead, and are, 
beyond measure, injurious to health 
and beauty. 
The commonest kind of 
flake white is generally used in their 
manufacture, and what is in one bottle, 
for which the buyer pays from 75 cents 
to $2, costs but the fraction of a penny. 
Eose-water, diluted with pure water, 
fills the rest of the bottle. 
The bottle 
must be well shaken before using, as 
the lead settles to the bottom, and the 
water then takes the appearance of 
cream, which is applied to the face 
with a sponge, which is exactly the 
same thing as painting a door or a wall, 
in effect, and a dead white is the re- 
sult, which is unnatural and ugly. 
Some of them have a drop or two of 
cochineal added, which gives a so-called 
flesh 
tint, which is as glaring as the 
white in its unnaturalness.—Emma 
Vilo in Chicago 
Ledger.

vice of the î\-ans-Caspian Railway, de- 
scribes a strange class of beings in that 
country.

As he lives now in the great 
smoky mountains, so his father and his 
father's father lived before him, geenra- 
tions back into the days of Nolichucky 
Jack and hie "yelling devils of the mount- 
ains. " 


The house he lives in—cabin is not the 
word and hovel is tainted by ill-usage—is 
generally a two-roomed structure of logs, 
with a lean-to kitchen of pine poles. Here 
the family hearthstone is. 
The structure 
may be 100 years old. Over the door 
hangs a rifle—perhaps a lengthy, flint- 
locked affair, time-honored, but service- 
able still.

CONGRESSMEN I N SOCIETY.

Poverty Keeps Many of Them Out ol 
the Swim. 


One reason why Congressmen do not 
go out as a rule in Washington society is 
that they ctuinot afford the luxury, says g 
"Washing-ton 
letter 
to the Providence 
Journal. 
Ten thousand dollars a year is 
the very least sum upon which a membei 
of the 5 s ' a t i o n a l legislative body can keep 
up appearances decently iu the fashion- 
able swim here. 


Because of his position mereLy, a mem- 
ber finds himself encumbered with certain 
social obligations. 
His wife—su4)posino 
that he keeps house—must receive once a 
week on a con.siderable scale and feed 
everybody who cares to come iu; he must 
entertain somewhat, in a way unavoid- 
ably expensive, and a carriage is a neces- 
sity. 
He can only escape this by living 
in a boarding-house, and it is for no othei 
reason worth mentioning that four-fifths 
of the Representatives and a majority o!' 
the Senators board. 


Now, if you will consider what the cosí 
is, beyond what is mentioned above, oí 
supporting the incidents of "style," yov. 
will perceive that a Congressman who ex- 
pects to cut any figure at all gregarious- 
ly, would do admirably to get along on 
an income of $10,000. 
Ffteen thousand 
dollars would perhaps be a fairer esti- 
mate of the amount 
required. 
Foi 
this is a mighty 
extravagant 
town; 
money is spent like water on every hand^ 
and it does not do to be very conspicu- 
ously parsimonious. 


But a Congressman's salary is onlj 
$5,000—most of the nation's lawmakers 
have little or nothing besides their pay to 
live upon—and so how is it possible foi 
him to be what vulgar folks call a 
"swell?" 


There are one or two other reasons al- 
so why the average Congressman does not 
take part in the whirl of fashion. 
It is a . 
mistake to suppose—as is generally con- 
ceived to be the case—tl^t a member, 
simply through the fact of being such, 
has the entree of Washington society. 


Congressmen, you w^ill observe, are not

same means in other cities.

the House as Prepared by Speak- 


er Keed aud 3Ir. Carlisle. 


WASHINGTON'. Feb. 8.—The majority 


and minority reports on tho new code 
of rules for the 
government of the 


house, prepared by Speaker Reed and 
Mr. Carlisle, respectively, review tho 
rules from the standpoints of tho gentle- 
men. The majority is iu detail, whilo 
that of tho minority deals only with tho 
radical changes to which tho democrats 
object. The majority, in its report, 
does not discuss and^lefend all of the 
radical changes made by it. 


Iu regard to tho rule directing the 


method of ascertain JMI a 
quorum, 


when members ' refnre to vote on roll 
cill, the report says: "The process of 
asceitaining the presence of a quorum 
to do business under tho constitution, 
would ordinarly be under tho control of 
tho speaker, who would derivo his in- 
formation from his ow.u senses, or by 
tho aid of a clerk, or in any way which 
would satisfy his mind of the accuracy 
of the count. 


Concerning the new clause that no 


dilatory motion shall bo entertained by 
the speaker, it is stated that the clause 
is merely declaratory of parlimeiitaiy 
laws. "There are no words," tho report 
says, "which can bo framed which will 
limit members to tho proper use of 
proper motions." To day the abuse has 
giown to such proportions that tho par- 
limentary law, which governs American 
assemblies, has found it necessary to 
keep pace with the evil and to enable 
the majority, by tho intervention of the 
presiding officer, to meet, by extraor. 
dinaiy means, tho extraoiclinary abuse 
of power on the p.ut sometimes of a few 
membeis. 


In defense of tho clause reducing a 


quorum to 100 members, iu committee 
of the whole, the repoj fc has this to say, 
"So far as tho constitutional or legal 
question is concerned, it Itas niKer been 
denied or questioned that it was en- 
tirely competent for tho house to select 
any number it might please ns a quorum 
of tho committee of tie whole." 


The report submitted by Mr, Carlisle 


enters into a discussion of the changes 
made by the majority iu regard to the 
clause which provides that ^when a 
motion is made by direction of a com- 
mittee to suspend the rules and fix a day 
for the consideration of a bill previously 
reported by it, a majority shall be suf- 
ficient to agree to tho motion, but in 
e.-ise an individual member makes it, a 
vote of two-thirds is required. 


The report states: "We are-finable to 


discover any sufficient reason for this 
discrimination against members -who- 
may not be fortunate enough to secure 
the co-oporation of committees in mak- 
ing their motions. In fact under the 
proposed rules, the individual members 
will scajcely have power to make a mo- 
tion of any kind except when he acts as 
the representative of a committe and by 
its director." 


Any rule or practice which enables the 


speaker or the clerk to pass bills Ly 
counting members present and not vot- 


ing, 
will inevitably result in destroying 


the confidence of tho people in the in- 
tegrity of legislation.

Annual Report of the ludlanaHcforan 


atow Submitted. 


The board of trustees of the Indiana 


Reform school at Plainfiield, have filed 
their annual report. 


Up to the close of tho fiscil year, 


2,996 boys had been committed since 
the school's opening. "It is interesting 
to note," says Judge Jordan, "that the 
cities furnish tho Reform School boys 
much in proportion to population. The 
number recorded from tho eight counties 
iu which are situated the largest cities 
are: Marion (Indianapolis) 693, Vigo 
(Terro Haute) 152, Allen (Fort Wayne) 
126, Wayne (Richmond) 91, Cass (Lo- 
gansport) 91, Vanderburg (Eiausville) 
85, Tippecanoe (Lafayette) 63, 
St. 


Joseph (South Bend) G3; making 1,274. 
The figures prove that the nurseries of 
crime are in the cities." During ihs 
year 201 boys were committed, 93 of 
them charged with iucorrigibility. Tho 
trustees look upon it as a startling fact 
that so many boys have been committed 
to tho Reform School. The importance 
of reforming tho homes which may con- 
tribute to the peual and leformatory in- 
stitutions is emphasized, and the bojid 
has a good word for tho frco kinder- 
garten w ork as the most practical {-hi!- 
anthropy of tho age. 


Do reform schools reform ? Super- 


intendent Charlton answers this quet • 
tion for the Indiana State school. He 
says: "A very large majority of our 
boys do well after they leave school. 
The following is a low estimate: Those 
who do well for one year after leaving 
the school, 95 per cent.; for two years, 
91 per cent.; for three \ ears, 89 per 
cent.; throughout life, 85 per cent. In 
many counties, especially 
the rural 


counties, every boy who lias been com 
mitted to the school Lr.s done well. Bad 
homes, street life and iuabilify to secure 
employment are the piiino causes of 
failure."

Mr. Gladstone, in a recent number 


of an English magazine, thus treats of 
religious novels as a class: It is but 
seldom that readers have the good 
fortune to find the true preacher in the 
guise of a novelist.

functions and higher destines of our 
nature, the presumptions are sadly 
against any book which issues from tho 
press in the fatal form of three volumes 
crown octavo. Too truly may it be said 
of many volumes of the day that, while 
they have escaped from the rudeness 
and grossness of earlier times, it has 
been by an artificial and unhealthful 
process; they have diffused the poison, 
not expelled it; they are wliited se- 
'pulchers, and their uncleanness remains 
within; because they are still intended 
to stimulate appetite, not to minister 
food; they are still framed according to 
the maxims, not of the Gospel, but of 
that world and flesh with which the 
Gospel is at perpetual war; and re- 
ligion, if it appears to them at all, ap- 
pears as a foreign element, of which a 
certain portion must be introduced to 
satisfy, or rather to appease, the better 
description of public opinion. It lies 
there, like oil on water, without any 
thorough admixture, or any affinity to 
the general spirit and texture of the 
work. And in another class of ro- 
mances, where religion is more copi- 
ously infused and more distinctly ex- 
hibited as an ingredient of the composi- 
tion, how generally may the remark be 
made that the combination is inhar- 
monious and repulsive; and that good 
intentions, employed iu the endeavor to 
show oft" Christianity to the best effect, 
have only terminated in strengthening 
the latent, and furtive, and often unex- 
pressed, but too real, too congenial im- 
pression of the reader's mind that, after 
all, it is the stimmum bonum of life; 
that we were born for what is visible 
and proximate; that 
tho 
favor of 


heavenly things is faiut and vapid. 
What is given to God seems taken from 
man. We are robbed of some portion 
of solid enjoyment and mere air is of- 
fered as a substitute. It is felt, upon 
the whole, that the vivid and penetrat- 
ing' parts of the story are those which 
are conversant only with human aims, 
joys, and passions, and that tho Chris- 
tian tone is a sickly and lowering ad- 
dition.

Every housewife should set apart one 


day in each week for a mending day — 
its duties should be as religiously per- 
formed as her daily devotions, says a 
writer in Good Housekeeping.

wash. If that disagreeable work is done 
at home, it should be done as early in 
the week as practicable; the flannels 
should be washed out aud dried quickly, 
so as to shrink as little as possible, and 
to allow plenty of time to air them, for 
nothing is more ruinous to tho health 
than damp flannels. 


If the clothes are all in by Thursday 


evening, then Friday would bo a nice 
opportunity to lay out every garment 
andput it through a rigorous oxamina- 
tio.i. It is well to have a special stock- 
ing basket, in which all the socks and 
stockings are placed ready for inspec- 
tion. It should be furnished with suit- 
able needles, 
darning cotton of all 


colors to suit the fancy hosiery, a pair 
of scissors, etc., so that it may be picked 
up at any of those odd moments which 
so often come to a housekeeper when 
she is not ready to settle down to work 
which needs cutting out or planning. 
After tho holes arc mended thin places 
should bo neatly darned, for then they 
present a strong, even surface, wbich is 
more comfortable than tho holo w hen 
dra\yu together later.

of a .Vptetftil Frozen tiliip. 


Although the sea has not the diver- 


sity of the land, being destitute of 
mountains and valleys, forests and 
deserts, it is none the less the scene of 
ro"i.ince and mystery. A most remark- 
able story of a spectral frozen ship, 
cradled among the icebergs of the Arc- 
tic regions, and floating, deserted and 
alone, throughout those frozen seas, Las 
been brought to New London bv a 
young whaleman who has recently re- 
turned from a three years' cruise iu the 
Behring Sea. 


One day in the early part of May, 


1889, a man named Leavitt, who has 
charge of the Pacific Steam Whaling 
Company's station at Cape Smith, nine 
miles to the southwest of Point Barrow, 
was astonished to see a ship standing 
toward the shore, about a mile in the 
offing, hemmed in by towering icebergs. 


Leavitt had spent the winter in the 


ice, and the appearance of the ship 
there nt such an unusual time of the 
year nearly seared him out of his wits. 
Vi-ions of that fabled ship, the Flying 
Dutchman, darted across his mind, but 
he finally recovered himself and walked 
down toward the beach. As he did so 
the fabric drew nearer to the land. 


He says it made a chaiming picture 


to his famished eyes, appearing as if 
formed of frosted glass. 


The mass continued to approach him, 


and he finally made out the complete 
outlines of the full-rigged .ship Young 
Phtenix, a vessel with which ho was 
familiar. 


She was a whaler of three hundred 


and thirty-five tons, from New Bedford, 
and was lost in the ice pack iu the Arc- 
tic over a year ago. 
She was crushed 


and set to leaking by the ice, so that it 
became necessary to abandon her hastily, 
as she was thought to be sinking. This 
occurred a long distance to the north of 
Point Barrow. 


When Leavitt sighted her she lay 


cradled immovably, with her deck just 
above the level of the icy valley where 
she reclined. Her three masts towered 
aloft with still 
perfect 
rake, 
and 


shrouds, backstays, braces and stays 
covered with icy coatings in fantastic 
shapes, brought out in the sunlight iu 
bold and beautiful relief against the 
blue mountains of the ice behind. 


The silent ship lay stern to the sea, 


about fifty yards from it, and slightly 
heeled to port. The prismatic effects 
of the spectral scene was heightened 
by heavy burdens of snow, which cum- 
bered the decks, the hawsers and the 
sails of the vessel. 
Two of the sails 


were shaking their stiffened tatters idly 
in the breeze, while the rest had the 
snug man-o'-war furl of a year before, 
and wefe frozen tightly to the yards. 
The vessel looked literally a ship of ice, 
for all the world like the toy ship en- 
shrouded in crystals by the 
glass- 


blower's art. 


Plucking up his courage, Leavitt 


finally went out to the ice pack and 
boarded the ship. He found every- 
thing intpet upon the decks as it had 
been left. Not even the polar bear or 
the Arctic fox had paid her a visit, and 
the ropes were coiled on the belaying 
pins as the crew had placed them. 
There were no traces of the boats, 
which had evidently been torn from the 
ship's davits by the ice; but the great 
quilt of snow which enshrouded the 
Young Phoenix from stem to stern re- 
vealed the figuration of the hatches and 
paraphernalia, which showed that she 
had at no time since desertion, been 
rolling in seas heavy enough to disturb 
any of her fittings. It is supposed, in 
fact, that she was picked up free from 
the water by the same ice pack which 
crushed her. 


Leavitt went down into the ship's 


cabin and found several articles, which 
he dragged over the fields of ice to his 
boat and conveyed to the shore. 


He Avould have continued stripping 


the vessel, but the ice floe containing 
her drifted off shore on the following 
day. It remained iu sight several days 
afterward, and then vanished to the 
northward. 


Various theories are advanced as to 


the probable course the Young Phoenix 
will now take, and as to how long it 
will be before she is seen again. It is 
very likely, old Arctic whalemen say, 
that the island of ice now surrounding 
her will be built up by the addition of 
floating masses, and in time she may 
become a fixture somewhere around the 
North Pole, dry-docked in the ice, for 
it is said that in those remote fields the 
ice may possess an age of hundreds of 
years, and may be continually accumu- 
lating in one quarter while breaking oft' 
and dissipating in another. 


The incident is said by old whalemen 


to be without parallel in the annals of 
whale fishery, and they also add that as 
the Young Pluenix .seeros, from the ac- 
counts, to be literally dry-docked in 
iceberg-!, there is but little doubt that 
she will go swinging around tho Arctic, 
iu intense eold for years, perhaps for 
centuries, for the very elements there 
will constitute her protection.—(.! olden 
Day*.

We now sel 
cabbages by the pound and lettuce hi 
the pound and expect to EOOU sell pota 
toes by the same measurement. In 
some of the western cities eggs are soli 
by the pound and when we consider 
how much difference there is in the \ar 
ious lots of eggs as they are brought in 
by farmers this plan would seem to be 
altogether tho fairest. Eggs now retai 
at fourteen cents a dozen and a dozt n 
eggs, of average size, weigh a pound 
and a half. Hence a pound of egg.s 
might be sold with the present profit at 
nine or ten cents. A pound of eggs 
would seem odd to the Fort Wayne 
trade, but we are coming to it. 


ENGINEER TONY KJELKER, PITTSBUUG, 


FORT WATNE & CHICAGO RAILWAY.— 
Fast running on the Fort Wayne road 
is no new thing and it does not dati 
from the manufacture of the big and 
powerful locomotives now in service, as 
some suppose. 
An authentic record of 


a record of a run I made from Fort 
Wayne to Chicago on September 14, 
1870, may be found in the trainmasters' 
office and will illustrate my point. 
I 


had a Boon passenger engine, No. 199, 
the second of its class manufactured at 
tho Fort Wayne shops. The cylinders 
were 16x24 inches, the drivers five feet, 
six inches in diameter and the weight of 
the engine 09,000 pounds. It had no 
air-brakes, no injectors and no patent 
lubricators for cylinders. Tho track 
was very inferior to its present present 
prime condition and the fuel was wood. 
Tho train consisted of a baggage car 
and three coaches. 
We left Fort Wayne 


station at 11:55l a. m. aud reached tho 
engine house at Sixteenth street, Chi- 
cago, at 334 p. m., making eleven starts. 
The distance is 14C miles and after de- 
ducting for stops the actual running 
time was two hours, forty-.se\ en aud a 
half minutes. The train sheets hows that 
we went fiom Fort Wayne to Columbia 
City, nineteen miles-, in nineteen and n 
half minutes; Columbia City to Pie 
ton, twelve miles, in eleven miuutcs; 
Warsaw to Bouibon, thirteen and eight- 
tenth miles, in fourteen minutes; Ham- 
let to Ilunna, ten miles, in ten minutes; 
Valparaiso to Hobart, ten and a hall 
miles, in ten minutes and Clark to the 
Illinois Central crosbing, fourteen and 
seven-tenth miles, in fifteen minutes. 
On tho engine with mo were Messrs. C. 
H. Walton and C. R. Higgins. The 
former was then train dispatcher and is 
now master of transportation. 
The 


latter was chief clerk to tho superin- 
tendent anil is no Vpostmaster of Fort 
Wayne. The fireman was William Siss- 
ler, who is now running an engine out 
of Cleveland, Ohio. I should have said 
that the train was late </ii leaving Fort 


Wa^ne and that 1870 was the first year 
of the, fast limited time on the Foil 
Wi.yne road, wherefore the perform- 
ances of the fast traius were closely 
v utched aud encouraged.

Not that they are not prompt 
ruying customers, for if they were not 
he biewer could not afford to credit 
hem; but because of a KSstem that has 
grown up in the matter of brewery col- 
ecsions. It used to be that the driver 
ivho delivered the beer to the saloons 
did the collecting. 
When this was the 


case he was expected, after receiving the 
amount due, to call up everybody in 
the lion?e and "set 'em np" two or three 
times around, which generally costs 
from a dollar to two dollars a saloon for 
ea-jh collection day. 
Now, a dollar 


neve or there don't amount to much, 
but when you figure up that there are 
neaily four hundred places iu this city 
where beer is Fold, and that the two 
home breweries divide the trade, say 
equally between them, it is easy to ar- 
rive at the sum of money the brewer is 
compelled to spend with no other object 
than that of holding his trade. Form- 
erly the driver collected every Monday 
for the beer delivered the week previ- 
ous. But now some member of the 
firm does the collecting fwice every 
month, and the amount it costs us to 
collect our bills is not as heavy as it was 
when tho driver collected weekly, and ii 
gives us the added advantage of per- 
sonal contact with our customers. 


Lot'ia PELTIER—Sixty years ago the 


methods of barter aud exchange among 
the few business men at Fort Wayne 
were very primitive. The money in use 
was generally silver and all large sums 
were paid out in French five franc 
pieces. The Indians would not accepi 
the paper currency of the state banks, 
because they could not tell the denomi- 
nations of the bills and the bills were 
apt to get wet and unserviceable in their 
homes in the forest. My father, James 
Peltier, kept a large boarding house on 
the bank of the St. Mary's river, neai 
where the gas works now stand. 
Mos 


of our supplies were purchased 
from 


traders who cauie down the river from 
Ohio in flat boats. I well remember 
that when one of these traders wonlt 
come along with his little cargo of sid 
meats, smoked hams, whisky and so 
forth, and when a bargain would be 
struck it was often difficult to fine 
enough ready money in the little village 
to pay the reckoning. Our neighbors 
like Francis Comparet and John B, 
Bourie were 
often, like ourselves, 


cramped for ready money aud it was al 
ways understood that each might be 
called upon for all he had and never 
was there a refusal to lend. No notes 
on "I. 0. Us." of any kind were passet 
to evidence the loan and every one wa: 
settled immediately after the quarterly 
payment of government money to the 
Indians, when everybody would be in 
funds again. When all resources fnilet 
and it became necessary for my father 
to obtain credit from tho trader, the 
members of the family were called into 
a room and father would then, acknowl- 
edge before us that he owed the trader 
so much money and that in the event oi 
his death, before next quarterly pay- 
ment day, we would be chargeable with 
the amount. He would then take 
piece of charcoal and mark the trader's 
name and the sum due him on the 
whitewashed mud chinks between the 
logs of the house and when he nexi 
came the money was awaiting him. The 
village merchants took great pride in 
keeping good the commercial credit of 
the town, and the same may be said ol 
the merchants to this day.

These thoughts occurred to me as I 
passed leisurely ifrom chamber to chapel. 


FITE-CORXERED TOWER OF NUREMBERG, 


and chapel to cell in this splendid castle 
of Nuremberg. 


In the five-cornered tower the reader 


will naturally take a lively interest. Men 
and women, doctors, lawyers, merchants, 
thieve*, mechanics,' and laborers who 
lived in the oldeu time were either made 
familiar with the tower itself or its de- 
crees. This tower is the oldest structare 
in Nuremberg. In it we find all the in- 
struments of torture known to history. 
'The rack, thumbscrews, and guillotine are 
found in every European museum, and 
the red gown worn by the executioner is 
also quite common. There are instru- 
ment* of torture other than these to ba 
seen here that are rare, but I cannot say 
that they were known only to the great 
dynasty of which this town "was the cen- 
ter. 
Some of these instruments suggest 


novel modes of punishment, and there are 
some of them that even, in this advanced 
'age might be applied with harm to few 
and profit to many, but I shall not at- 
tempt to point out which to adopt and 
which to reject. 
In that remote age the 


trials winch women had to undergo were 
shocking, and I hope that at this junct- 
ure no irreverent reader will remark— 
"they were indeed good old times." 


The penalty for drunkenness varied. 


For the first drunk the offender was 
obliged to wear the "Spanish cloak," The 
"Spanish cloak" is a churn-shaped device 
•that incloses the body from the neck to 
the knees, the arms passing out through 
arm-holes. ThiB coat he was obliged to 
wear for a stated period, and if the of- 
fense was repeated, heavy weights were 
fastened to his wrists aud thus burdened 
he was marched through the streets. 


Those convicted of bearing false wit- 


ness against their neighbors, very prop- 
erly were more severely punished. An 


iron or steel contrivance, oval shape, was 
placed in the liar's month, and this had 
an attachment with which the trap was 
expanded. Pity its use hits been aban- 
doned. 


Milkmen iu those days, it would seem, 


were honest, since no provision was made 
to punish them for mixing water with

milk. The baker and dishonest trades- 
man, though, wore severely punished. If 
a baker's loaves were belo'w tho required 
weight, he was carried to tho market 
E 


l ace in a mock Sedan chair, his arms 
snging out of the windows, and weights 


fastened to his w rists. This may account 
for the honesty of our latter-day bakers. 
The complaint; that now is their bread is 
too heavy. Tho severe torture to which 
dishonest tradesmen were subjected has 


the practice for which he paid the penalty 
still continues. 


The thief was put just one scale higher 


than the dishonest tradesman. Instead 
of tho fiddle ho wore the violoncello, aud 
also iron bracelets andaukle bands. There 
were also instruments for every variety of 
petty offenses. Persons convicted of ob- 
scenity or blasphemy carried around the 
iron flute. This flute was fastened around 
the neck and the fingers were caught aud 
held in the spring ratchet which was made

in imitation of the keys or stops. Wives 
who disobeyed their husbands wore one 
of the mock fiddles, and if they persist- 
ed in disobedience or rebelliousness they 
were carried to tho market place to receive 
the jeers and jests of their neighbors. If 
two women quarreled they were yoked to- 
gether and also taken to tho market place 
aud subjected to the curious gaze of the 
multitude. Unchaste women were obliged 
to wear fi crown of iron thorns aud along 
heavy plait of straw. Then we find in the 
collection the thoru cradle, the torture 
bed, and the stretcher, with its grooves, 
rollers and pulleys. On the stretcher the

bones were slowly Iroken aud limb torn 
from limb. These were resorted to, it is 
said, iu extreme cases; and yet it is im- 
possible to conceive how any crime could 
justify Knch a deiih. The most fright- 
ful instruments of torture are the Spanish 
Stock and Iron Virgin, which weie used 
to punish real or alleged political-offend- 
ers. 
The wnfortunnte victim was first 


put in the stock, aud here lie was kept for 
days in the hope of extorting confession 
of some secret which it was "believed the 
accused would divulge. The hands were 
fastened in the clamps and the feet or 
ankles in tbe stock. Failing after a -cer- 
tain time to extract information, the poor 
wretch was placed in tho Iron Virgin and 
slowly crushed to death. 
Beheading 


seems bad enough, but beheading is mild 
punishment compared with this slow and 
agoni*JK death. There tits innumerable 
otber torture instalments iu the collec- 
tion, but the ones enumerated will suffice 
to show that there is a sad, dark back- 
ground to the rose-tinted pictures which 
are generally given of 'the "good old 
times." 


The pirrt which Nuremberg plnjs in 


•Goethe's great tragedy of " Faufrt4' has 
given to that ancient city a nromimonce 
that otherwise it would not enjoy, though 
it deserves it fully. At least to Goethe is 
due the credit of having increased an np-

precision of its artistic beauty. In En- 
gland Mr. Henry Irving has recently 
awakened a fr-esh interest both in "Faust*" 
aud Nuremberg, and has perhaps created 
an interest among a large class of English 
readers *nd play-goers that nev«r before 
heard either of the picturesque town or 
the great tragedy.

Any rule or practice which enables i ho 


speaker or tho ulerk to pass bills by 
counting members present aud not vot- 
ing, will inevitably result in dP6troyin( 
the confidence of tho people in the in- 
tegrity of legislation.
